One set of docu-
ments is known as ‘“The Voters’ Library.”
Itis published in Philadelphis and is in
great demand. 1t includes a novel of some
200 pages entitled “Better Dead Than Home-
less;” “The A B C of the Tarifl,"” a pam-
phlet of 60 pages; “Whea I Spent My
Money After All,” “A Farmer's Appeal to
Farmers,” ‘Free Tradera Unveiled,”
“Continued Reduvction ot Prices,” ‘Farm
Mo res Not an Evidence of Distress,”
“Abraham Lincoln,” *“Summary of the
Peck Report,” *Farm Implements
Abroad” and “The Farmers’ New FPoor
Richard’s Almanse,” tracts of =&
dozen or more pages each and
**The Tariff Riddle,” anotner pamphlet of
60 pages. Incladed in another set of docu-
ments are the Aldrich report on the tarift,
“Retail Pricesa and wages,” *‘Effect ot the
Tarift on Canadian Trade,” “The Volume
of Money,” “The Tariff Act of 1890," *“Me-
morial of Wool Manufacturers,” “Compar-
ison of Customs," all phlets of goodly
size, and the “Sp of Hon. Bourke
Cockran,” st the Demoeratic National Con-
vention, “Poor Richard’s Almanae,” “The
New Tariff,” *“Lord Salisbury’s Confes-
sion,” “The Speeches of Harrison and
Reid” and *“The Republican Platform.”

When a campaign
club is formed in & country village it is said
that those requested to me members
generally sask what is to be worn, and the
elub furnishing the best unilorma gets the
largest membership. Proportionate to the
nymber of voters more money is used dur-
iong num‘rlign in the country than in the
cities, and, as before stated, s grea:t part of
the funds goes to the campsign elubs
Members of the latter never expect to pay
any dues and the expense falls on the party
management. A style of uniferm popular
with campaign clubs consists of » shirt
made of red, white and blue canton flannel,
with & shield of colored oil eloth on the
breast, on which may be inscribed the name
of the ¢lub and tr:nw'ly candidates. These
are popular, p ly becauss they are
cheap and no coat is required with them.
Campalgn Buttons Must Be Bought.

There iz one thing the party managers do
not have to pay for and that is the cam-
paign button or badge, which no patriotie
oltisen is expected to be without. Of these
the street vender, throogh which chaunel
they pass from the manufacturer to the
wearer, oflers this year a great variety.
One favorite badge js of oxidized silver,
with the rnnlt of President Harrison in
relief and baving the lnscription around
the edge “Harrison and Reld, 1803." The
same bedge is made with Cleveland’s plet-
ure in place of that of Harrlson and the
lmeri?tlon, “Cleveland and Btevenso
1884"" The buttons are made of nearly ﬁl
known metals and some of them ara taste-
fully covered with silk. The imseriptions,
mottoes and pictures they bear cover the
widest possible range,

every direction. The pane of glass musi,
therefors, as scientifie people have sng-
gested, serve the purpose of detaining some
of the ravs and intensifying others, for the
Greek eross of light is mach brighter than
thlt rays of the lamp whén seen ofher
